Tape said to be terror leader 
calls for more U.S. attacks 

BEIRUT LEBANON I The first video image of 
Osama bin Laden in nearly two years was 
broadcast on Al- Jazeera TV Wednesday. 

In an eight-minute audiotape accompany- 
ing the video footage, a speaker identified as 
bin Laden praises the “great damage to the 
enemy” on Sept. 11 and mentions five hijackers 


by name. On a second tape, a voice said to be 
that of chief deputy Ayman al-Zawahri threat- 
ens more attacks on Americans and calls on 
Iraqi guerrillas to “bury” U.S. troops. 

Terrorism experts say such tapes reassure 
al Qaeda sympathizers that the terror network 
is still a force and its leaders still in seeming 
good health. A tape showing bin Laden would 
be crucial to that effort and the timing — a 
day before the anniversary of the 9/11 attacks, 
blamed on al Qaeda — highly symbolic, (ap) 


42 Still Listed Missing 
At WTC Attack Site 

NEW YORK I Among the 2,792 names on the 
official World Trade Center death toll are 42 
people actually listed as missing, not dead, 
because their remains have not been identi- 
fied and their whereabouts on Sept. 11 cannot 
be established. Some of those people may not 
be dead, or even exist. A few may be trying to 
fake their deaths, while others could have been 
wrongly reported missing, city officials said in 
interviews with The Associated Press, (ap)

N E w Y 0 R K I The thousands killed on 
Sept. 11 will be honored where they 
died and across the nation on the 
second anniversary of the terrorist 
attacks Thursday with cities falling 
silent, names read aloud, wreaths laid 
and bells tolling for the dead. 

Two years to the minute after 
hijackers crashed American Flight 
11 into the World Trade Center’s 
north tower, victims’ relatives and 
dignitaries will pause in silence 
at ground zero. In Washington, 
President Bush will observe the 
8:46 a.m. moment on the South 
Lawn of the White House. 

Nationwide, Americans will mark 
the day with reminders of life, death 
and peace. 

Twisted pieces of steel hauled 
from the trade center ruins and 
shipped to other states for perma- 
nent memorials will serve as remind- 
ers of the disaster at remembrances 
from North Dakota to Florida. In 
New Mexico, for example, people will 
gather at a church where two steel 
beams from the trade center now 
form part of the bell tower. 

Scores of companies are encour- 
aging employees to spend the day 
doing good deeds — raising money 
and donating food and clothing at

Bush Wants Tough 
Anti-Terror Laws 


President says legal 
system needs stronger 
tools to fight terrorism 

WASHINGTON | President Bush told 
Congress on Wednesday to “untie the 
hands” of law enforcement officials 
and arm them with wider legal pow- 
ers to combat terrorists, saying the 
groups that struck America two years 
ago are wounded but still dangerous. 

He called for expanding use of 
the federal death penalty, tougher 
bail restrictions and greater sub- 
poena powers that he said are avail- 
able for other crimes, but can’t be 
used against terrorism. “This dis- 
parity in the law makes no sense,” 
Bush said in a speech at the FBI 
Academy in nearby Quantico, Va. 


Bush’s appeal threw the White 
House into a growing debate over 
the anti-terrorism USA Patriot Act 
enacted after the attacks of Sept. 
11, 2001. Critics say the law is too 
intrusive and a threat to civil liber- 
ties. Even some House and Senate 
Republicans have talked about roll- 
ing back portions of the Patriot Act. 

“For the sake of the American 
people,” Bush said, “Congress should 
change the law and give law enforce- 
ment officials the same tools they 
have to fight terror that they have 
to fight other crime.” 

The American Civil Liberties 
Union, a key critic of the Patriot Act, 
said that “further erosions of judi- 
cial oversight and the basic checks 
and balances ... are the wrong path

Justice Dept. Defies Judge on Moussaoui 


ALEXANDRIA, VA. | The Bush admin- 
istration on Wednesday defied a fed- 
eral judge for the second time, refus- 
ing to allow terrorism defendant 
Zacarias Moussaoui to question 
senior al Qaeda captives in prepa- 
ration for his criminal trial. 

U.S. District Judge Leonie 
Brinkema can respond by dis- 
missing the case, but the govern- 
ment asked her to take no action 
pending an appeal. 


Citing national security con- 
cerns, the government said it was 
“exercising its right 
not to disclose clas- 
sified informa- 
tion” that could 
be revealed by the 
senior al Qaeda 
prisoners. 

Brinkema’s 
options include exclusion of govern- 
ment evidence, barring the death 


penalty and dismissing some counts 
in the case. 

Allowing the questioning 
required by the Aug. 29 order 
“would needlesslyjeopardize nation- 
al security at a time of war with an 
enemy who has already murdered 
thousands of our citizens,” the gov- 
ernment said. 

Moussaoui is the only person 
charged as a conspirator in the Sept.

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Senate Blocks Overtime Rules 


Democrats scuttle bid 
to alter exemptions 
to labor regulations 

WASHINGTON | The Senate voted 
Wednesday to halt the administra- 
tion’s effort to rewrite decades-old 
rules on overtime pay, risking a veto 
showdown with President Bush and 
heeding labor’s claims that the chang- 
es would harm millions of workers 
at a time of economic uncertainty. 


The 54-45 vote marked a rare 
defeat for business interests in the 
GOP- controlled Congress and left 
the fate of the emerging Labor 
Department regulations unclear. 
The House backed the rules this sum- 
mer, and congressional negotiators 
will have to resolve the issue. 

Labor Secretary Elaine Chao, in a 
statement, defended the effort as abid 
to “strengthen overtime protections 
for workers” by extending eligibility 
to 1.3 million low earners who lack it. 


Democratic opponents said their 
plan would not interfere with parts of 
the rules extending overtime protec- 
tion. They took aim at sections that 
would strip other workers of eligibil- 
ity they have long enjoyed. 

Federal law generally grants work- 
ers overtime pay equal to the rate of 
time-and-a-half for labor in excess 
of 40 hours a week. The proposed 
regulations rewrite technical provi- 
sions to define which workers would 
be exempted, david espo (ap)

Neverending Battle 


Despite advances, 
victory and security 
remain elusive 

SEPT. II I By conventional standards, 
the war on terrorism is going well. 
A1 Qaeda leaders have been cap- 
tured or killed, homeland defens- 
es have been strengthened and no 
major attacks have occurred on U.S. 


soil in two years. 

But there’s nothing conventional 
about this fight and no one is declar- 
ing victory. America’s defenses are 
far from foolproof Terrorists could 
be patiently waiting for the right 
moment to strike. And if they do, 
some say, the results could be dead- 
lier than Sept. 11, 2001. 

“I am convinced that we have 
not seen the end of some kind of 


terrorism against our citizens and 
I think that is shared by everybody 
I’ve talked to,” said former Sen. 
Warren Rudman, a Republican 
who led an advisory group that 
warned of U.S. vulnerability to 
terrorist attacks before Sept. 11. 

Rudman and other current and 
former officials and terrorism ana- 
lysts say the United States has made 
major advances in defending against 


terrorist attacks, but much more 
needs to be done. 

The United States has struck 
hard at the al Qaeda network, 
believed to have carried out the 
attacks. Al Qaeda’s Taliban gov- 
ernment protectors in Afghanistan 
have been toppled; key figures in the 
attacks have been arrested. 

To bolster defenses against 
attacks, the government reorga- 


nized itself with the creation of the 
Homeland Security Department, 
combining nearly two dozen agen- 
cies and 170,000 employees. 

Passenger screening at airports is 
more thorough, cockpit doors have 
been hardened and passengers are 
more vigilant — all of which makes 
it less likely that the Sept. 11 plot 
could be repeated today. 

But terrorists can strike in many 
other ways. 

The next attack could target 
chemical or nuclear plants. Or 
municipal water systems. Anthrax 
or sarin could contaminate large 
office buildings or subways. Waves 
of suicide bombers could target 
crowds in major cities. 

Al Qaeda has been damaged, not 
destroyed. Its fighters and sympa- 
thizers continue to be blamed for 
attacks on U.S. targets worldwide. 
Osama bin Laden remains at large 
and the CIA estimates that 15,000 
to 20,000 people had trained in 
his camps in Afghanistan. Even 
if al Qaeda were eliminated, other 
groups remain with the means and 
desire to kill Americans. 

The difficulty of preventing 
a meticulously planned terrorist 
attack has become apparent by 
authorities’ inability to unravel 
plots even after they have been 
executed. For example, no one 
has been charged with sending 
the anthrax letters that killed five 
people in 2001. 

And even after his staff reviewed 
500,000 documents related to the 
Sept. 11 attacks, the congressional 
inquiry co-chairman. Porter Goss, 
said details remain a mystery. 

“I can tell you right now,” he 
said as the report was released, 
“I don’t know exactly how the 
plot was hatched on 9/11.”

Hamas Leader 
Survives Strike 


Israel drops half-ton 
bomb in retaliation 
for two suicide attacks 

GAZA CITY, GAZA STRIP | Israel 
bombed the home of a Hamas 
leader Wednesday, killing his 
eldest son and a bodyguard in 
retaliation for two suicide bomb- 
ings, while the Palestinian prime 
minister- designate said he will 
quickly form a government to fill 
a power vacuum. 

Israeli Prime Minister Ariel 
Sharon cut short a visit to India 
and was being asked to consider 
far-reaching options, such as forc- 
ing Yasser Arafat into exile. 


The spiral of violence drew calls 
for retaliation from Israelis and 
Palestinians alike. Hamas claimed 
responsibility for Tuesday’s twin sui- 
cide attacks and said it would now 
begin targeting Israeli homes and 
high-rises in response to the air- 
strike on the home of senior Hamas 
leader Mahmoud Zahar. 

A half-ton bomb flattened the 
house, wounding Zahar and killing 
his eldest son and a bodyguard. It 
marked the first time a Hamas lead- 
er has been attacked in his home, 
an escalation of Israel’s campaign 
against the Islamic militant group. 
Twenty-five people were wound- 
ed, including Zahar’s wife and a 
daughter, ibrahim barzak (ap)

Suicide bomber’s SUV 
detonates short of 
target, killing three 

IRBIL, IRAQ I A suicide bomber tried 
to drive a TNT-laden SUV into a 
U.S. intelligence compound in 
northern Iraq, but it blew up short of 
the target, killing three people and 
seriously wounding four American 
intelligence officers, officials said 
Wednesday. 

Maj. James Bullion, civil affairs 
executive officer of the 404th 
Civil Affairs Battalion, Special 
Operations, said two children 
were among the dead in Irbil, the 


largest Kurdish- controlled city in 
northern Iraq. He said one child 
was a 12-year-old boy. Al-Jazeera 
TV said the other child was 2. 

The U.S. military in Baghdad 
said four officers of the Defense 
Human Intelligence Service were 
wounded along with a Kurdish 
guard. The Defense Human 
Intelligence Service is part of the 
Defense Intelligence Agency, the 
military counterpart to the CIA. 

In Washington, a DIA spokes- 
man identified the wounded 
only as military intelligence 
officials. He would not con- 
firm they were from his agency.

U.S. Role Haunts 
Chile’s Own 9/11 


WASHINGTON I Americans have 
a Sept. 11 to remember. So do 
Chileans. Theirs occurred 28 
years earlier. 

It was on Sept. 11, 1973, that 
Chile’s Marxist president, Salvador 
Allende, was deposed in a military 
coup. Anation accustomed to peace- 
ful transfers of power was shocked 
to see jet fighters rocket the presi- 
dential palace and to learn that their 
elected president, in office less than 
three years, had died. 

Allende ’s victory in 1970 gave 
democratic socialists the world 
over great hope. Never before had 
a Marxist won at the ballot box. 

Their grief was palpable when 
Chile’s experiment went up in 
flames. Among many other post- 
mortems, one question stands out: 
Was the United States an unseen 


force that ejected Allende from 
power in that Cold War year? Or 
were the policies of Allende suffi- 
cient to explain the social and eco- 
nomic chaos that prevailed during 
most of his presidency? And what 
about the brutal repression that 
followed under the guidance of 
Allende’s hard-nosed successor, 
Gen. Augusto Pinochet? 

“It is not a part of American his- 
tory that we’re proud of,” Secretary 
of State Colin Powell said last 
February, alluding to the U.S. role 
in Chile of 30 years ago. It was a 
cryptic remark on which Powell 
has declined to elaborate. 

In his memoirs, former national 
security adviser Henry A. Kissinger 
wrote of Chile’s upheaval: “We 
had no hand in the military coup.”

Judge Keeps Sniper Hearing Open

Clarett’s 
Season 
Is Over 

Lawyer: Running 
back will consider 
leaving Ohio State 

COLLEGE FOOTBALL I Ohio State run- 
ning back Maurice Clarett, accused 
of lying to NCAA and school inves- 
tigators, will be sus- 
pended for the entire 
season. 

Scott Schiff, 
Clarett’s attorney, 
said Ohio State 
will not take away 
Clarett’s scholar- 
ship, but he may not stay at the 
school. 

Ohio State athletic director Andy 
Geiger said Clarett was guilty of 14 
violations of the ethical- conduct 
bylaw and two violations of receiv- 
ing preferential treatment or ben- 
efits because he is an athlete. 

Geiger said Clarett would be 
required to make a donation to a 
charity of his choice equal to the 
amount he received in benefits. 

If Clarett transfers, the NCAA 
requires the new school to declare 
him ineligible, then seek his rein- 
statement. He would have to sit out 
a year in addition to any suspension 
or ineligibility handed down by the 
NCAA in order to play at another 
Division I-A school. Clarett could 
play immediately after he is rein- 
stated in a smaller division. 

He could also try to go to the 
NFL and challenge the rule that 
requires players to wait three years 
after high school to enter the draft.

M U S I C I It’s fitting that Bruce Springsteen 
joins us in Washington shortly after the 
second anniversary of the attack on the 
Pentagon. His recent sets have prominently 
featured new songs from his 2002 album, 
“The Rising,” written in the dim light of 
the nation’s then-recent troubles. 

Friday’s show at FedEx field promis- 
es a generous handful of those musings 
among a parade of hits, judging by set 
lists posted on the Web. 

Springsteen’s ability to weave long- 
ing, doubt and hope into pop literature 
has made him a kind of poet laureate for 
clock-punching Americans. 

He was nurtured as a songwriter in 
the petri dish of early 1970s New York. He 
managed to become an artistic success 
while commanding cheering stadiums. 

But despite the myth to the contrary, 
Bruce Springsteen was never just the ordi- 
nary Jersey boy made good — he was too 
smart, too canny, too naturally inspira- 
tional. Nor was he the witless nationalist 
lauded by those who overlooked the bitter 
ironies barbed throughout his hit “Born in 
the U.S.A.” A helluva writer who throws out 
hooks that would make Madison Avenue 
advertising execs green, he has even earned 
props from as seemingly unlikely a fan 
as Public Enemy’s Chuck D (who knows 
from hooks). 

Yet as Jersey’s favorite son — and a man 
who famously posed before Old Glory in 
his worn Levi’s — Springsteen shoulders 
the burden of writing elegies and battle 
hymns for the republic. 

For this album and tour, Springsteen 
reassembled his powerhouse E Street Band 
after a 10 -year hiatus. The Boss and band 
are well-known for marathon sets, and lis- 
teners can expect to be challenged, exhort- 
ed, exhausted and uplifted by the time the

Asked to 
finish the sentence, “It was a dark 
and silly night ...,” Snicket, Neil 
Gaiman (the “Sandman” comic- 
book series), William Joyce and oth- 
ers give in to their inner children. 
Kids love the silly and colorful fairy 
tales, of course.
